London, Aug. 27.*—Severe fighting is reported on the 
old Somme battle line between Maricourt and Bapaume, 
and also north of Bapaume, late y esterday afternoon and 
evening, enemy count, • attacks in strength and incurring 
great losses for the Gc; mans from our machine gun fire, 
being unable to arrest our progress, the war office states. 
English and Welch troops pushed through Montauban 
and advanced along the crest of the ridge to High Wood, 
reaching Longueval.

It was their first glim pse 
of real wa r conditions, a nd a nyone 
who sa ys It cheerful shuts his eyes to 
the grim ness of war.
